TO FIGHT FOR ESTATE 
OF NINETY MILLIONS 


Syndicate to Be Formed to Press 
Claims of Descendants to Estate 
of Christopher Springer, of Dela- 
ware, an Edmonton Descendant. 


Los Angeles, June 6.—In an effort 
to seonre a share of a $90,000,000 e@s- 
tate, declared to be awaiting claim- 
ants at Wilmington, Del,, Charles D. 
Tufford, of 652 Lucas street, this city, 
is organizing the heirs of Christopher 
Springer, who died at Vilmington in 
17M) ivto a society. 

The property, Said to 
large portion of the city of Wilming- 
ton, as well as considerable valuable 
farming lands both in Delaware and 
Pennsylvania, was left by Springer, 
who died without issue.. His only 
brother, John, having ospoused the 
cause of the colonies during the Re- 
volution, Christopher, a staunch Tory, 
tied up his estate that it might not 
fall into his relative’s hands, 

He did this by giving a ninety-nine 
year lease to the Swedish Church of 
Wilmington. It expired in 1880, and 
since then the title to the land has 
been in abeyance. The Springer 
heirs have been working to establish 
their claims, and now believe they are 
in a position to make a demand, 

“Since the expiration of the lease 
eeveral efforts have been made to 
secure possession of the land, and 
several years ago an offer was made 
by the present holders to compromise 
for $11,000,009. It was refused, and 
since then the heira have been work- 
ing quietly to prepare a ense,” said 
Tuafford yesterday. 

‘One great difficulty encountered, 
Tafford says, is the inability to ascer- 
tain the whereabouts of all the heirs. 
As far as can be learned, between 
fifty and a hundred have claims, dut 
many look upon the tale of the estate 
a3 merely a family tradition, 

However, the eastern heirs have 
formed a corporation to take steps to 
recover the property, and are seeking 
to include the loeal relutives.  Tuf- 
ford’s mother, Mrs, Eliza K, Springer 
Tufford, is a direct descendant of John 
Springer, and to her son has been de- 
legated the task of handling the mat- 
ter for the western heirs. 

Founder a Fanatic. 

Two of the local heirs will be de 
legated to go to Wilmington to repre- 
sent the westerners. They will take 
an attorney with them and will earry 
the matter into the courts in an at- 
tempt to have it straightened. 

As far as known, the western heirs 


comprise a 


are: Mrs, Eliza KE. Springer Tufford, 
Charles D. Tufford, W. G. Lockwood 
and H. C. Loekwood, of this city; FE, 
A. Lockwood, of Hollywood; Mrs. 
Hume Flood, of Pomona; G. F. Lock- 
wood, of Ontario; Mrs. Richard 
Brown, of San Francisco; Dr. M. M. 
Lockwood, of Colusa; Mrs. W. J, 
Graves, of Edmonton, Alta.; Mrs. A. 


McLean, and Mrs, Esther Lockwood, 
of Seattle, 
Much of the property it is hoped 


to secure has passed into the hands 
of other parties, to many basing their 
claims upen tax titles. As the pay- 
ment of taxes devolved upon the Swe- 
dish church, according to Springer’s 
will, the claimants assert that any 
failure to meet the demands is charge- 
able to that body, 

The founding of the great Springer 
estate, 80 the story goes, dates back 
to the middle of the cighteenth cen- 
tury, when Charles Louis, a Prinee 
of the royal house of Sweden, came to 
this country with patents to a large 
amount of land in the provinee of 
Delaware, The man appears to have 
been a religious fanatic, whose ambi- 
tion was to found a colony of chureh- 
men along rather original lines, 

Puts Aside Royal Dignity. 

Laying aside his royal. dignity, 
Charles Lonis took the name of 
Springer from an old family legend 
concerning one ‘William the Spring- 
er,”” 

He soon died and left his large es- 
tate to his son, William, who had two 
sons—Christopher, the elder, and 
John. In his will, William eut John 
off without even the proverbial shil- 
ling, and turned the property over to 
his elder son, 

Christopher and John failed to get 
along well and drifted apart. Finally 
when the revolution broke ouf> John 
threw in his lot with the patriots 
while his brother remained a staunch 
supporter of the British crown. The 
latter was clever enough, however, to 
keep his sympathies to himself and 
thus avoid jeopardizing his property. 

In 1780, realizing he was at the 
point of death, Christopher Springer 
was confronted with the necessity of 
disposing of his extensive land hold- 
ings. Determined that nothing should 
pass to his brother, and yet unwilling 
that alien hands shouid always coh 
trol the estate, the old man made a 
will, decreeing that the Swedish 
Church of Wilmington should have a 
lease on all of the property, rent 
free, for niney-nine years, At the end 
of that time the land was to be divid 
ed among all who could substontiate 
their claims to descent from John 
Springer. 

Heirs to a Middle. 

The legend of the great Springer 
fortune has been handed down in the 
family from father to son. In 1880 
when the lease expired, the Swedish 
Church was confronted with the pro- 
hblem of disposing of the property 
Thiough carelessness, some of it is 
eaid to have passed into the posses 
sion of other people, though no 
valid tithe was ever given, the heirs 
say. 

The state authorities were called 
in to help solve the riddle, but the 
muddle proved too much for them, It 
was then decided to advertise for the 
~Ars, in the hope that the echureh 
might be relieved of its embarrassing 
riches, 

The western claimants expect to pro- 
vide a fund of $100,000 with which 
to fight for the property. Many are 
people of considerable means, and 
they expect, ultimately, to 
several million dollars’ worth of the 
estate.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTHWIST 


HOMESTEAD REGULATION! 


Any ‘even numbered section o Do 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the North- 
West Provinces exceptping 8 and 26, aot 
reserved, may be home-steaded by any 
person the sole head of a family, or male 
over 18 years of age, to the extent of one- 
— section, of 100 acre#, more or 


Application for homestead entry mnat 
be made in person by the applicant at 
a Dominion Land Agency or sub agency 
entry by proxy may, however, be made 
et any agency on ocertain  oon- 
ditions by the father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister of an ietend- 
ing homesteader, 


An application for entry or cancella- 
tion made personally at any Sub-Agent’s 
office may be wired to the Agent by the 
Sub-Agent, at the expense of the appli- 
cant, and if the land applied for is va- 
cani on receipt of the telegram such 
application is to have priority and the 
land will be held until the necessary pa- 
pers to complete the transaction are re 


,jceived by mail. 


In case of “personation” of frand the 
applicant will forfeit all priority of 
clsim or if entry haa been granted it 
will be summarily concelled. 

An application for concellation must 
he made in person. The applicant must 
be eligible fur homestead entry and no 
pg ne < cme pen will be received from 
an individual until chat iu 
been disposed of. Pek 

Where an entry is cancelled subse- 
quent to institution for cancellation pro- 
ceedings the applicant for cancellation 
will be entitled to prior right of entry 
_ Applicant for cancellation must state 
in what particulars the homesteader te 
in default, 

A homesteader whose entry is not the 
subject of cancellation proceedings mag, 
subject to the approval of Department 
relinquish it in favour of father, mother 
son, daughter, brother or sister if eligi 
ble, but to no one else, on filing deolar. 
ation of abandonment. 

Duties.—A settler is required to per. 
form the duties under one of the follow 
ing plans: 

(1) At least six months’ residence ovon 
and cultivation of the land in each sear 
during the term of three years. 

(2) A homesteader may, if he en de- 
sires, perform the required residence da- 
ties by living on farming land owned 


.jselely by him, not less than eighty (80) 


acres in extent, in the vicinity of his 
homestead. Joint ownership in land 
will not meet this requirement. 

(3) If the father (or mother, if the the 
father is deceased) of a homesteader has 
permanent residence on farming land 
owned solely by him, not lesa than eighty 
(80) acres in extent, in the vicinity of 
the homestead or upon a homestead en- 
tered for by him in the vicinity, such 
homesteader may perform his own resi- 


dence duties by living with the father 
(or m~ther), 


(4) ihe term “vicinity” in the two 
preceding .fragraphes is défined as mean- 
ing not more than nine miles in W direct 
line, exclusive of the width of road al- 
lowances crossed in ¢he measurement, 

(5) A homesteader intending to per- 
form his residence duties in accordance 
with the above while living with parents 
or on farming land owned by himself 
must notify the Agent for the distriet 
of auch intention. 

Before making application for patent 
the settler must give six months’ notice 
in writing to the Commissioner of Dom- 


_linion Lands at Ottawa, of his intention 


to do so. 
Synopsis of Canadian Northwest Mining 
Regulations. 

Coal.—Coal mining rights may be leas- 
ed for a period of twenty-one years at 
more than 2.560 acres shall be leased to 
one individual or company. A royalty 
at the rate of five cents per ton shall be

Quartz.—A person eighteen years of 
age, or over, having discovered mineral 
rs prom, may locate a claim 1,500x1,500 
vot. 

The fee for recording a claim is $5. 

At least $100 must be expended on the 
claim each year or paid to the mining 
recorder in lieu thereof. When $500 has 
been expended or paid, the locator may, 
upon having a survey made, and upoa 
complying with other requirements, pur- 
chase the land at $1 per acre. 

The patent provides for the payment 
of a royalty of 2 1-2 per cent. on the 
sales, ' 

Placer mining claims generally sre 100

An applicant may obtain two leases to 
dredge for gold of five miles each for a 
term of twenty years, renewable at the 
discretion of the Minister of the Interior. 


The lesece shall have a dredge in op- 


eration within one season from the date 
of the lease for each five miles. Rental 
$10 per annum for each mile of river 
leased. Royalty at the rate of 2 1-2 per 
cent, collected on the eutput after it ex- 
coeds $10,000.

During the mouth twenty patient: 
have been admitted: 9 smallpox (treat- 
ed in tents), 3 erysipelas, 6 nieasles, 1 
scarlet fever, } diphtheria. 

Nineteen patients were disch: urged 
cured; 5 smallpox, 2) erysipelas, 7 
measles, 4 searlet fever, 1 diphtheria, 

Fourteen patients are still under 
treatment; 6 smallpox, 1 erysipelas, 5 
measles, | scarlet fever, 1 tuberculosis. 

In addition to the three cases re- 
ported last month, nine more cases of 
smallpox have developed as foliows 

1. Mr, W., residing in a boarding 
house, 839 Seeond street, was sent out 
to the isolation camp on May 4th, and 
the house was quarantined and all 
lninates vaccinated without delay. 
The infection in this case could b 
traced to the house on Fraser avenue 
first quarantined, the fact of his hav- 
ing taken three meuls there before the 
there discovered was removed 
being concealed. This boarding house

One of those successfully 
vaccinated had very — pronouneed 
symptoms of smallpox, but with very 
slight development of rash, and was 
regarded as a suspect for some time, 
This probably was a case of smallpox 
aborted by the vareination, 

6, Mr, A., on May 17th one «f the 
istiates gf the Seeund street boarding 
house had’ suepicious symptoms, and 
was isolated as a suspect, Later on 
he developed the disease and was re- 
moved to the camp. 

7. Mr. M., from 767 Third strect, 
Was reported on May 18th and isolat- 
ed. His parents the only parties re- 
siding there, were quarantined and 
vacoinated, and several others who 
wight possibly have suffered exposure 
were followed up and vaecinated. The
